8 States 

Officials issue recall but 
stress public is not at risk 

WASHINGTON I Meat from a Holstein sick 
with mad cow disease has now reached 
retail markets in eight states and one terri- 
tory, but Agriculture Department officials 
said Sunday it poses no public health risk. 

Dr. Kenneth Petersen, an Agriculture 
Department veterinarian, said investi- 
gators have determined that some of the 
meat from the diseased dairy cow slaugh- 
tered Dec. 9 in Washington state went to 
Alaska, Hawaii, Idaho, Montana and Guam. 
Earlier, officials had said most of the meat 
went to Washington and Oregon, with lesser 
amounts to California and Nevada. 

He said the parts most likely to carry 
infection — the brain, spinal cord and lower 
intestine — were removed before the meat 
from the infected cow was cut and processed 
for human consumption. 

As a precaution, federal officials have 
recalled 10,000 pounds of meat from the 
infected cow and from 19 others slaugh- 
tered at the same farm, emily gersema (ap)

Two More Bodies Found 
After Calif. Mudslides 


SAN BERNARDINO, CALIF. | Author- 
ities on Sunday found two more bod- 
ies deep in the mud that engulfed 
a church camp on Christmas, and 
urged people in mountain areas 
scorched by fall wildfires to pre- 
pare for heavy rains Monday that 
could trigger more mudslides. 

The man and woman found 
Sunday were the eighth and ninth 
bodies found near St. Sophia 
Camp. Five people remained miss- 
ing from the camp, and two others 
were killed in a nearby mudslide 
Thursday. 

Search crews used a bulldoz- 
er and other heavy equipment to 
unearth the latest victims. Six dogs 
also were being used in what has 


become a recovery attempt instead 
of a rescue mission. 

“It’s been several days and our 
hopes are not high of finding people 
alive,” said Chip Patterson, a spokes- 
man for the San Bernardino County 
Sheriff’s Department. 

A memorial service was held 
Sunday afternoon at the Church of 
God Prophecy in San Bernardino, 
which many of those killed or miss- 
ing attended. Twenty- seven people 
were believed to have been celebrat- 
ing Christmas with the camp’s care- 
taker when boulders, trees and 12- 
foot walls of mud crashed into the 
camp in Waterman Canyon, an area

On dairy farms like this across 
the Yakima Valley, life and the daily 
responsibilities of farming go on 
amid the uproar over the first U.S. 
case of mad cow disease, found in a 
Holstein shipped to slaughter from 
a farm in nearby Mabton.

Procedure that allows 
parents to pick child’s 
gender causes concern 

LEONARD, MICH. | For Lisa Kreshock, 
having a baby girl was a dream she 
saw fall through twice as she gave 
birth to boys. 

To better the odds, the 40 -year- 
old mother and her husband did 
what other parents are increasingly 
doing: They turned to a clinic. 

They found their answer in 
the Midwest Fertility and Sex 
Selection Center in Walled Lake. 
Eight months ago, Kreshock gave 
birth to a healthy baby girl.

“A child ceases to be regarded 
as a gift and more as a product of 
our desires,” Dr. Leon Kass, chief of 
the President’s Council on Bioethics, 
told The Detroit News, referring to 
the use of gender selection. 

With the practice becoming 
more widely available, the council 
will release a report next month 
detailing recommendations on 
how the government should regu- 
late reproductive science, including 
sex selection. 

The procedure has been avail- 
able since 1975. The average of four 
inseminations required cost about

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Roadside Bombs Kill 4 in Iraq 

Number of attacks per day drops from 50 to 14 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Roadside bombs in 
separate guerrilla attacks killed two 
U.S. soldiers and two Iraqi children 
on Sunday, including one explosion 
that went off in a densely populated 
part of Baghdad. 

In Sunday’s first attack, a bomb 
planted beside a road in Baghdad 
killed two Iraqi children and an 
American soldier and wounded 
14 people, said Army Sgt. Patrick 
Compton of the Army’s 1st Armored 
Division. The wounded include five 
American soldiers, their Iraqi inter- 
preter and eight members of the 
Iraqi civil defense corps. 


“It was a bad one,” Compton 
said. “It’s a real densely populated 
area of town.” 

Attackers detonated a second 
roadside bomb later Sunday as 
a U.S. convoy was traveling near 
Fallujah, about 35 miles west of 
Baghdad, killing an American sol- 
dier and wounding three others. 

Meanwhile, hundreds of mourn- 
ers buried victims of an attack the 
day before in the holy Shiite city of 
Karbala as the death toll rose to 19. 
In the Karbala attacks, four suicide 
car bombs, mortar shells and rock- 
et-propelled grenades blasted two 


military bases of the U.S.-led coali- 
tion force and the governor’s office. 
Seven coalition soldiers, six Iraqi 
police officers and six civilians died 
Saturday. Five of the soldiers were 
Bulgarian and two were Thai. 

The attacks reportedly wounded 
more than 130 Iraqis and several 
dozen coalition soldiers. A coali- 
tion spokesperson said five Iraqi 
suspects had been arrested in the 
Karbala attacks. 

Despite the latest attacks, U.S. 
military officials say the number of 
assaults has dropped from about 50

JERUSALEM I Israeli leaders on 
Sunday signed orders to evacuate 
four populated settlement outposts 
in the West Bank, a key element of 
a U.S.-backed Mideast peace plan, 
Israeli TV stations reported. 

Channel Two TV and Israel TV 
said the prime minister and defense 
minister ordered the removal of four 
of the main outposts among the doz- 
ens Israel is required to take down 
under terms of the “road map” plan. 


The two ministries had no imme- 
diate comment. 

The four outposts to be evacu- 
ated are scattered around the West 
Bank. The largest of the outposts — 
with 43 families — is not on the list, 
according to the report. Settlers at 
the outposts would be given 10 -day 
warnings to allow court appeals of 
the orders, the report indicated. 

In its first stage, the “road 
map” calls for the dismantlement 
of violent Palestinian groups and 
removal of settlements put up since 
March 2001. So far, neither side 
has fulfilled those commitments.

3 Held in Attack on Pakistani Leader 


ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN I Authorities 
investigating the failed attempt to 
assassinate President Gen. Pervez 
Musharraf detained three suspect- 
ed Islamic militants in a village in 
the Pakistan- controlled portion of 
Kashmir, officials said Sunday. 

Suicide attackers tried to 
ram two explosive -laden trucks 
into Musharraf’s motorcade in 
Rawalpindi last Thursday.

It was the second attempt 
on the president’s life in 11 days. 

The men were taken into custody 
late Saturday, said a spokesman for 
the Interior Ministry in Islamabad.

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Metro Chief Warns of 
Fare Hikes, Service Cuts

WASHINGTON I Metro dealt with 
delays and shutdowns brought on by 
a hurricane and major snowstorm 
this year, but the transit agency’s 
top executive won- 
ders how the system 
will weather grow- 
ing financial trou- 
bles in 2004. 

“It was a year of 
money challenges 
and a year heavily 
influenced by Mother Nature,” 
General Manager Richard White 
said of 2003. “The money challenges 
— they haven’t gone away.” 

Even with about $30 million in 
proposed in-house cuts, Metro’s 
board of directors faces the task 
of closing an estimated $29 mil- 
lion budget shortfall for fiscal 
year 2005. White said the board 
has three options: raise fares after 
July 1, cut service or increase the 


amounts the District of Columbia 
and the Virginia and Maryland sub- 
urbs contribute to the agency. 

White indicated that riders who 
use MetroAccess, the federally man- 
dated curb -to -curb transportation 
service for disabled people, would 
likely see fare and service changes. 

A task force plans to make rec- 
ommendations in the spring for con- 
trolling MetroAccess’s costs, which 
have grown 40 percent in the last 
year. White said he favors increas- 
ing the flat $2.40 fare and short- 
ening the distance Metro vehicles 
travel to ferry passengers. 

Even after Metro balances its 
operating spending plan, it has a big- 
ger gap to close in its capital budget. 
Metro officials have said they need 
$1.5 billion over the next six years to 
help buy new rail cars and buses and 
to help pay for eight- car trains and 
maintenance, candace smith (ap) 


Md. Eyes Development at Transit Sites 


ANNAPOLIS, MD. | Hoping to boost 
revenue and draw riders, Maryland 
is selling and leasing MARC sta- 
tion and park-and-ride lots to 
developers. 

The state has already put up 
for sale 10 bus, train and subway 


parking lots from Anne Arundel 
to Frederick counties. 

Transportation officials are invit- 
ing developers to build shops, homes 
and offices on underused parking lots. 
They want to lure new riders with 
amenities such as cafes and dry clean- 


ers geared at riders who live or work 
near mass transit stations. 

The program could also gener- 
ate revenue for the Department of 
Transportation, which has said it 
needs an extra $300 million a year 
to fully fund programs, officials in 
Gov. Robert Ehrlich’s administra- 
tion say. (AP) 


Va. To Start New 
ID Rules for DMVs 

RICHMOND, VA. | Virginia begins 
implementing new and stricter 
requirements for obtaining driv- 
er’s licenses on Thursday — a move 
that could lead to longer waits at 
Department of Motor Vehicles 
branches. 

The state’s new Legal Presence 
Law will require applicants for a 
driver’s license or photo identifi- 
cation card to provide documents 


proving they are in the United 
States legally. The law will not 
affect renewals of valid driver’s 
licenses. 

The General Assembly passed 
the Legal Presence Law this year to 
close a loophole that enabled seven 
of the 19 jetliner hijackers in the 
Sept. 11, 2001, terrorist attacks to 
obtain false Virginia documents. 

Since the law was passed, the DMV 
has developed procedures, and hired 
and trained staff members to help 
implement the law, agency spokes- 
woman Pamela Goheen said, (ap)

New types of pension 
plans lure the young, 
transient professional 

PENSIONS I They’re doing what 
financial experts say every young 
person should, even in small 
amounts. They are twentysome- 
things, saving for retirement — but 
not the way their parents did. 

Many young people have little 
interest in working for the same 
company all their careers, mak- 
ing traditional pensions — in which 
the dollar amount increases most 
just before retirement — much less 
attractive. 

Experts say this is prompting 
many employers to rethink their 
retirement packages. Increasingly, 
companies are opting for new types 
of portable pensions that employees 


can take from job to job. 

For example, with cash bal- 
ance or defined contribution plans, 
employers contribute to workers’ 
accounts based on a percentage of 
annual income and a preset interest 
rate. Many companies believe the 
plans will help them attract young- 
er employees, but some cash bal- 
ance plans have been challenged in 
courts by older workers who could 
stand to lose money if their employ- 
ers made the switch from more tra- 
ditional plans. 

Such portable plans sound ideal 
to Kelly O’Donnell, who works in 
communications for a private equi- 
ty and investment banking firm in 
Farmington Hills, Mich. But in the 
meantime, she’s willing to rely on 
her IRA, rather than a retirement 
fund from one particular employer.

TELEVISION I They’re back, and 
they’re more desperate, more tragi- 
cally hip, more star-struck and sta- 
tus-conscious than ever.

I can’t work like that. I like my 
life way too much and I’ve found 
in the past when I don’t discipline 
myself to get out of that dark place, 
you almost get scared to go there 
again because you have this fear of 
not knowing if you’re going to get 
out of it again. 

Did making “Monster” change your 
stance on the death penalty? 

I’ve always felt that, first, the 
death penalty is ineffective, if 
that’s the word. Secondly, I liked 
that this movie wasn’t a movie that 
really wore that side of politics on 
its sleeve, because I think people 
almost expected that. 

Actually, I think it’s much more 
effective. You watch it and you go, 
“Well, we’re just going to keep killing 
people in our society and condemn- 
ing them for the horrific things that 
they did without looking at why this 
is happening. So we’re going to con- 
tinue this vicious cycle.” 

If you were a monster, what would 
it be? 

[Laughter] Oh, geez. I want to 
be the big monster in “Monsters 
Inc.” The one John Goodman 
played. Sully? I love him. I want 
to be him. 

If there were a “Monsters Inc.” 
sequel, would you want to be in it? 

[Laughter] Yes, yes. Definitely.

Cables Best, 
Networks’ Mess 


This year, cable programming far outshined 
lackluster offerings by the broadcast giants 


TELEVISION! As the networks con- 
tinued to obsess this year over the 
short-term ratings gains of cheesy 
reality shows — even TV “news” 
magazines now qualify with such 
celeb fixations as Michael Jackson 
— they also accelerated their longer- 
term slide into mediocrity. 

Even if it doesn’t bite them 
today or tomorrow where it hurts, 
the broadcast titans seem to be 
ceding creative leadership in a 
way that ultimately dissolves any 
viewership advantage to which they 
continue to cling. How long can it 
be until viewers completely aban- 
don the notion of the networks as 
the “default” choice to check what’s 
worth watching each night? 

In fact, only one network effort 
was worth including in this year’s 
top 10 list. The incisive days of 
“Homicide,” “Roseanne” and 
“Nothing Sacred” seem oh-so- 
far behind us now, never mind the 
all-out breakthroughs of an “All in 
the Family” or “Hill Street Blues.” 
Thank goodness for cable. 

I. SOLDIER’S GIRL (SHOWTIME). The 
networks don’t know what TV mov- 


ies are anymore. But on premium 
cable (and basic cable), they’re just 
theatricals premiered on a small 
screen. Director Frank Pierson’s 
heart-wrenchingly humane view 
of a transgendered woman and the 
unsophisticated soldier who can’t 
help loving her was a small master- 
piece of the sort we now revere from 
the movies of the 1970s. 

2. THE OFFICE (BBC AMERICA). Talk 
about intimate. This eavesdropping 
“mockumentary” series traces the 
mundane inanities of office work to 
reveal the little power trips and ego 
tugs of war with which we occupy 
ourselves as modern business duties 
become utterly mindless. With his 
bad-joke glad-handing and blithe 
betrayals, Ricky Gervais’s finely 
observed “sleazy boss” is a charac- 
ter for the ages. 

3. PLAYMAKERS (ESPN). Universal 
truths of the workplace are revealed 
here, too, even as this drama is pop- 
ulated by high-ticket football play- 
ers, coaches and hangers-on. Gutsy 
isn’t the word for John Eisendrath’s 
unsparing portrayal of the darkness 
and desperation inherent in their

lives’ insecurities. If the NFL runs 
this one off the air, they haven’t seen 
the forest for the trees. 

4. SOUTH PARK (COMEDY CENTRAL). 
Still the most original and persua- 
sive social satire on the tube. From 
kids toilet-papering a neighbor’s 
house to such cultural currents 
as anti-war protest, senior power, 
ostracizing smokers and elevat- 
ing “metrosexuals,” creators Trey

Parker and Matt Stone shy away 
from nothing and observe every- 
thing with keen (if sometimes 
crude) insight. 

5. THE SHIELD (FX). Shawn Ryan’s 
explosive police drama lost none 
of its heat in this second season. 
Moral choices and civic politics only 
became more complex, raw and per- 
sonal. Ryan gets bonus points for 
deep -delving DVD sets that lay bare 
both his series’ ethical challenges 
and its production processes. 

6. FARSCAPE (SCI FI). Another show 
that’s far more profound than most 
folks suspect. Before its run was 
abruptly truncated in March, the 
galaxy-trotting drama probed fur- 
ther into notions of identity, tribal 
ties, trust and even, by briefly visit- 
ing Earth, how aliens really might 
be received by our society at the 
dawn of the 21st century. 

7. BATTLESTAR GALACTICA (SCI 
FI). Yes, more sci-fi. And another 
one that reflected us by reflecting 
a world forced to grapple with its 
past doings and future possibilities. 
Yet this apocalypse miniseries-pilot 
was no “message” slog, just a rip- 
roaring adventure yarn with firm 
moorings in the human race’s con- 


tinuing battle with its own over- 
reaching impulses. 

8. ANGELS IN AMERICA (HB0).Abril- 
liantly grounded first half, followed 
by an ethereally muddled second 
half But what a gorgeous produc- 
tion from Mike Nichols, what a gift- 
ed cast (A1 Pacino, Meryl Streep, 
Justin Kirk), what a wondrous 
parade of language from play- 
wright Tony Kushner, preserving 
his Broadway triumph on film. 

9. FRESHMAN DIARIES (SHOWTIME). 
Wow, a reality show not about rival- 
ry, scheming and general misbehav- 
ior. Documentarian R. J. Cutler just 
turned the camera on to (and over 
to) varied college freshmen as they 
learned to navigate the sprawling 
University of Texas at Austin. This 
is how lives get shaped. And we got 
to watch. 

10. ARRESTED DEVELOPMENT (FOX). 

OK, here’s that network series. 
As TV comedy lies wasting away, 
along comes this jaunty, acerbic 
yet affectionate look at a shallow 
nouveau riche family. Narrated by 
ordinary- Opie Ron Howard, it lets 
us find the laughs, and the heart, 
for ourselves in its outrageous situ- 
ations.

Periodic breaks are great for 
creating critical contrast. Too 
often super- serious trainers never 
vary their rigid schedules and this 
can be counterproductive. Take 
your break. Allow the body to 
heal, then when you recommence 
working out, take a workout or two 
to hit previous levels.
